sent telegrams from Bombay for adjournment. The case 
was adjourned to 13th September 1976. It should be stated 
here that the employee resides in Bombay, for he has so 
given his address . A notice of the adjourned date was sent 
to that address by registered post and it was returned on 
the ground that the addressee was not known . Another notice 
was then ordered to be sent for the next date and this was 
served . But there was no communication from the employee 
who remained absent on the given date . The case was adjour 
ned to 20th December 1976 and another final notice was 
issued . This has also been served but the employee was not 
present nor did he send any communication explaining his 
absence . It may be that he has lost interest in the matter 
or it may be more indifference to it. 

In the light of the circumstances set out above, the issue 
No. 2 ( ii) which is a legal issue was heard . It need not be 
stated again that only the employer s representative was 
there to argue the point. The reference has been made in 
exercise of the powers conferred by Section 12 ( 5 ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. Prima facie , the reference is not 
valid . The ruling in State of Bombay versus Krishnan ( 1960, 
II L. L. J. 592 ) given by the Supreme Court is quite clear on 
the point. No reference of an industrial dispute can be made 
in exercise of the powers under Section 12 ( 5 ) of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act . The import of the said decision is that 
Section 12 is a provision for the procedure at the pre - reference 
stage leading up to the making up of the mind of the Govern 
ment on the point as to whether a reference should or should 
not be made and the reference has to be made in exercise 
of the powers under Section 10 ( 1 ) of the Act . There having 
been no exercise of the power under Section 10 ( 1 ) of the 
Act , there is no valid reference made in this case . Prima 
facie , therefore , the reference is untenable . Here I should 
refer to a communication dated 26th July 1976 from the 
Government wherein this point of the defect in the reference 
has been admitted . The communication also said that a corri 
gendum would be “ issued shortly with the approval of 
Government" . To date , however , no corrigendum has been 
issued . Perhaps , the employee has realised this weakness 
in his case and has not been showing any interest . even 
though notices of each date of hearing have been served on 
him . The issuance of a corrigendum would again give rise 
to a question as to whether the correction is of a substantial 
nature or not. The employee , a resident of Bombay, would 
have to meet that hurdle also before the merits of his case 
can be heard . That would put him to unnecessary expenses . 
All this trouble can be effectively saved by rejecting this 
reference on the prima facie technical ground, which will 
not work as a bar to a fresh reference of the dispute being 
made. The issue no . 2 ( ii ) is answered in the negative .
